D. D. Ball 
an ­ 
nounced today th at the seed wheat 
treating plant would be ready 
for 
operation by next Alonday morning, 
when over 
1,200 
bushels 
of seed 
will be given the hot w ater treatm ent 
and about three weeks time will be 
required in doing the work. 
The work this year will be c a r­ 
ried on as it was last year in the 
old heating plant building, back of 
the jail. 
The interior is being re­ 
arranged, and Air. Ball has 
made 
extensive 
improvements, 
so 
that 
more wheat can be treated this year 
than there wa£ last. 
Instead of using the furnace that 
is in the building, a traction engine 
will be used on the outside 
of the 
building in order to heat the w ater 
for the tanks. 
It will be equipped to take eare 
of five bushels of wheat at a time. 
Farm ers will unload the grain at a 
window on the south side, in the al­ 
ley, and it will then be transferred 
into vats of cold 
water, where the 
seed remains in soak for five hours, 
before being 
given 
the 
hot w ater 
treatm ent. 
All grain m ust be cleaned first 
by the farm er and much time will 
he saved a t the plant 
heye. 
After 
the seed ha$ soaked for five hours 
it is then put into a tank, whieh is 
suspended on a moving track, 
and 
is dipped into hot water, whieli will 
be 129 degrees. 
The five bushels 
will remain in this hot water, at the 
even tem perature 
for 
ten minutes 
and will then be hoisted out anoth­ 
er door into the open, where it is to 
be spread out for a pre-cooling and 
is to be afterw ards dried by the fa r­ 
mer in his barn. 
The plans are about worked out, 
and it is expected that 100 bushels 
will be given 
the 
treatm ent 
each 
day, whieh will mean that the coun­ 
ty agent and assistants will be kept 
busy all 
day, 
beginning at 
three 
o’clock in the 
morning, 
when the 
first seed must be put into the cold 
w ater for soaking, making the hot 
w ater treatm ent begin at eight o’­ 
clock each day. 
The value of 
giving 
the 
hot 
w ater treatm ent has been explained 
before, and is well 
known 
by all 
progressive farm ers 
who have had 
their 
seed 
wheat 
treated before. 
L ast year over 500 
bushels were 
treated, and this year it is planned 
to accept 100 
bushels 
from each 
township, with 
five 
bushels being 
the limit from each fanner. 
There are still 
a 
few 
available 
dates left, and anyone who has not 
made arrangem ents 
in his township 
for taking 
the 
treatm ent, 
should 
consult the county agent, and sec* 
ure a date, as well as typewritten 
instructions regarding the treatment.

Second Annual Meeting of Indiana 
Federation of Farmers’ Asso­ 
ciations to be Longer, 


TO MAKE ROOM FOR SPEECHES 


Dairying Depar/ment Similar to One 
For Live Stock and Grain Men 
To Be Established.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 13.—At 
the quarterly meeting of the 
board 
of directors of the Indiana F edera­ 
tion of Farm ers’ 
A ssociations 
it 
was 
decided th at the program of 
the second annual state convention 
of the 
organization 
should cover 
two days this year instead of one 
as originally provided. 
Speakers of 
national importance will be brought 
here to address the delegates to the 
convention which promises to be the 
greatest gathering of its kind ever 
held in Indiana. 
The board of dir­ 
ectors were unanimous in their op­ 
inion that aside from the tran sac­ 
tion of regular convention business, 
a program should be provided which 
would give the farm ers the oppor­ 
tunity of hearing 
addresses from 
recognized 
expert 
on questions of 
vital interest to the rural commun­ 
ities. 
' 
In the absence of President John 
G. Brown, 
the board meeting was 
presided 
over by Everett McClure, 
first vice-president of the state fed­ 
eration. One of the most im portant 
action of the board was a decision 
to establish a dairying departm ent 
similar to that established for the 
live stock and the grain producers’ 
department. 
A committee is to be 
appointed soon to investigate dairy­ 
ing conditions in Indiana and obtain 
information of value 
to the 
pro­ 
ducers. 
r * * * f 
Word has been received by Lewis 
Taylor, general 
secretary 
of the 
Indiana Federation of Farm ers’ As-1 
sociations, from Gray Silver, W ash­ 
ington representative of the Amer­ 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, 
that 
negotiations 
are 
pending 
for the 
W ar Departm ent to turn over tre­ 
mendous quantities of surplus pro"* 
perty suitable for use on the farm . 
Included in this property is several 
hundred thousand sets of high grade 
harness, 
saddles, 
many 
thousand 
wagons, auto truck trailers, tools, 
etc. 
Air. Taylor 
said 
that through a 
tentative 
plan large 
quantities of 
this m aterial would be turned over 
to the national organization of the 
farm ers at most attractive prices 
and every facility of the W ar De­ 
partm ent used in assisting in getting 
this material to the consumer. 
Be­ 
fore going further with the proposi­ 
tion the national 
organization 
ex­ 
pects to take up the feasibility of 
handling 
the 
surplus 
property 
through the various state organiza­ 
tions of farm ers. 
In setting out the proposition Air. 
Gray said 
in 
his 
communication, 
“The idea we have in mind, is sim­ 
ply to make arrangem ents to send to 
the states interested samples of all 
the m aterial offered together with a 
specially prepared catalog picturing 
and describing these 
articles. 
The 
idea is to have the state organiza­ 
tion take the m atter 
up with thé 
local 
county associations and a r­ 
range to have 
meetings 
in each 
county where 
special opportunity 
would be given members to order.” 
A part of the plan after the local 
orders had been taken would be 
to 
place all of these into a state order 
and these in turn concentrated into 
one national order. 
It was reported 
th at if thd orders were handled on 
this 
basis 
the 
W ar 
Departm ent 
would go to extraordinary lengths 
to work with the farm ers in the dis­ 
tribution of these immense supplies 
of army goods.

United States Treasury Department 
Decide« to Tighten Regulations 
On Sale 


TO LESSEN OUTPUT OF BOOZE 


Washington, Sept. 13.—In an ef­ 
fort to*4end illicit distilling of intox­ 
icating liquor, the 
United 
States 
treasury has decided to tighen re­ 
gulations around 
the sale of stills 
and add another check to its means 
of tracing down their users. 
Manufacturers 
of 
stills are re­ 
quired by-the new regulations to re­ 
port all sales, 
the names of pur­ 
chasers > and * locations 
where the 
stills are to Iw* set up. 
Names 
of 
manufacturers must be securely at­ 
tached to the articles 
sold, 
and 
sworn statements mustr be obtained 
from purchasers setting forth 
the 
purposes for which stills are to be 
used. 
*• 
Until the manufacturer has com­ 
plied with the new regulations he is 
not permitted to allow’ the still to 
leave his J wareroom. Ruoh sales ean- 
not be finally consummated until a 
permit or certificate has been grant­ 
ed by the 
local 
Internal 
Revenue 
authorities. 
Details,of the still’s specifications 
are demanded as w’ell as the pro­ 
duction capacity on a per day basis. 
Copies of this information must lie 
preserved by the manufacturer and 
the purchaser and a third eopv de­ 
livered to the Internal Revenue agefit 
at the place of sale such records to 
be o^en for examination at all times. 
To avoid resales between dealers 
through which identity of the stiljs 
might be lost, the regulation requires 
the application for a permit 
each 
time such a transfer takes place. 
Both revenue and prohibition en­ 
forcement officers must be appraised 
of any proposed change of location 
of a still, and a permit must be ob­ 
tained which will set forth all de­ 
tails of the original sale certificate 
as well as giving the new informa­ 
tion required.
